SEATTLE (AP) - What began 
months ogo as an Inquiry into 
maintenaiice practices at an 
Alaska Airlines facility has 
become a criminal investigation 
Into the deadly crash of Flight 
261, The Seattle Times reported 
Saturday. 

Citing unidentified sources, the 
newspaper said the FBI and 
Department of Transportation 
investigators have been question* 
ii^ Alaska Airlines employees as 
part of an inquiry that has been 
under way for several weeks. 

No criminal wrongdoing has 
been established in coiuiection 
with the Jan. 31 crash off the coast 
of California that killed 86 people, 
the Times said. 

Ihe criminal investigation grew 
out of a 15-momh-old inquiiy into 

ictices at Alaska’s maintenance 
tacility at Oakland, Calif., the 
Times said. In that inquiry, a 
grand ju^ in San Francisco is 
mvestigating whether supervisors 
signed for repairs that weren't 
^nc or that they weren’t autho- 
rized to approve. 

The Times said the FBI, which 


ustially plays an advisory role to 
the NISB, is conducting. a sepa- 
rate, parallel investigation — a 
course of action reserved for cases 
where there is evidence or suspi- 
cion of crime. 

The newspaper cited three 
sources in two federal agendes a& 
confiiniing the investigation.

NEW YORK (AP) - Investi- 
gators probing the 1998 crash of a 
Swissair plane off Nova Scotia say 
a pilot’s map light in the co^pit 
ceiling of the MD-11 could have 
been a source of ignition, The 
New York Times reported 
Saturday. 

Canadian investigators were 
sorting through the debris of 
Swissair Flight 111 to try to find 
the map light from that plane, 
Jim Harris, spokesman for the 
Canadian Transponation Safety 
Board, told the Times. 

The cause of the crash that 
killed 129 people has yet to be 
determined. 

Boeing, which makes the MD- 
11 model planes, is urging oirlines 
using that type of aircraft to 
check the lights often until they 
can be replaced, and to install 
fire-resistant tape to protect insu- 
lation. The Federal Aviation 
Administration is considering 
whether to make such checks 
mandatory.

UNITED NATIONS - Worried 
by the threat of AIDS among 
U.N. peacekeepers, the United 
Nations has ded;^ to distribute 
a condom a day to each of the 
16,000 male troops it plons to 
send to Congo and Sierra Leone 
this year. 

The decision Is the closest the 
United Nations has ever come to 
acknowledging one of the dirty 
secrets of peocekeeping: that 
U.N. troops around the world fre- 
quent hroihcls and ore in danger 
of contracting the HIV vinis that 
causes AIDS, as well as providing 
a market for proscimtion and the 
rra/ficking of women. 

The deployment of relatively 
hi^ily paid soldiers to impover- 
ished countries has turned U.N. 
buses from the Balkans to 
Mozambique into magnets for 
brothels, ran^ng from tents and 
wooden hovels to permanent 
structure^ some with dozens of 
women, according to.U.S. and 
U.N. offidols. 

The United Nations makes no 
attempt 10 police or punish sol- 
diers who visit prostitutes, leav- 
ing it to the peacekeepers' own 
■ .gove rn mcnis to monitor their 
— morals. ' 

“The UJI. docs not have a poli- 
cy saying, ‘Don’t go to a brothel 
or you will he repatriated;,”* .said 
one U.N. official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. “If broth- 
els arc lociUy acccpit^ then the 
United Nations has no reason to 


enforce anything on off-duty 
peacekeepers.” 

The issue is sensidve not only 
because It involves sexual nioies, 
but also because diplomats fear 
diat if peacekeepers are seen to 
be at risk of contracting AIDS, 
countries may hesitate to con- 
tribute troops, and if they are 
seen as spreading AIDS, war-tom 
countries may hesitate to accept 
them. 

The decision to distribute con- 
doms to peacekeepers in bigh-- 
li^ countries came after weeks 
of pressure by Richard C. 
Holbrooke, the U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations. 

On Feb. 26, Holbrooke told a 
meeting of U.N. diplomats on 
social issues that the United 
States would not support any 
future peacekeeping operations, 
that foiled to address the threat 
of HIV infection. “The Security 
Council must recognize that 
-deployed peacekeepers ore at 
special risk to both contract and 
spread HIV, and should insist the 
peacekeepers ore educated about 
AIDS,” Holbrooke said. 

Both the U.N. mission in Bosnio 
and the NATO peacekeeping 
effort in Kosovo have contributed 
— totheirarficking^of-wOnJfelrtRJlir^ 
the former Soviet Union and 
Central Europe to work in forced 
prostitution, according to Ann 
Jordan, an expert on the sexual 
slave trade at the Woshington- 
based International Human 
Rj^ts Law Group.

Large cache of weapons stuns federal agents 





BOTHELL, Wash. - Even vet- 
eran federal agents marveled as 
they moved througli n rundown 
house in the Seattle suburbs, at 
every turn finding loaded guns 
and military weapons, some 
pointing out windows, ready to 
fire. 

“It was the most machine guns 
Fve seen in my 24-year career,” 
said Special Agent John Ro.« of 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms. “It’s unbelievable 
to me that one person could have 
this many weapons in his home.” 

Now, with Stephen Clifford 
Ferguson, 52, in jail and more 


than 60 weapons and 50,000 
rounds of ammunition in a feder- 
al evidence locker, agents said 
they are investigating why the 
sef^uffy, potbellied man neigh- 
bors knew as a loner was operat- 
ing' What lippeared to be a 
machine-gun factory. 

The man’s house happened to 
be across the street from a 
Catholic elementary school. 

Sunday's bust, after a chance 
discovery, may be “the tip of the 
iceberg” in an underground net- 
work of gunrunners, agents said. 

“We assume he has been col- 
lecting and assembling these for 
quite awhile, and we as.sumc 
some of them may now be out 


tlicrc in the public,” ATF Agent 
Tony Woo said. " 

“It looks like he had a busi- 
ness of assembling firearms to 
sell.” 

Ferguson was being held in 
the King County Jail with bail 
set at $100,000. If convictc»i, he 
could face a minimum of 10 
years in prison, Ross said. 

Police also discovered mari- 
juana plants in the home. 

The guns were discovered 
when a next-door neighbor, 
Lcannc Petrauskas, spotted 
Ferguson about 6 p.m. Sunday 
drag^ng his unconscious house- 
mate down the front stairs of his 
house toward a truck. 


Fc^uson come to Petrauskas’ 
door and asked her to help load 
the sick mon into the truck. 
Instead, she colled 911. 

“He looked dead; he was just 
loying there with his eyes open," 
Petrauskas said of the house- 
mate. 

The ill man was in critical but 
stable condition Wednesday at 
Evergreen Hospital Medical 
Center in nearby Kirkland.

“The white men didn’t write 
what Sacajawea did to help 
them. They wrote their own 
accomplishments in their jour- 
nals,” said Abrahamson, standing 
in the middle of the circle, 
adorned with tradidonal clothing 
from her moccasins to her shell 
earrings.

Radislav Krstic, 52, is the 
Bosnian Serb army general 
accused of organizing the week- 
long genocide of at least 7,000 
Muslim civilians driven from the 
now-notorious United Nations 
“safe haven” of Srebrenica. 

The visual evidence accumu- 
lates in the courtroom without 
argument: maps, video footage, 
satellite imagery and pho- 
tographs. The narration by Jean- 
Rene Ruez, a young French 
investigator here at the U.N. 
War Crimes Tribunal for the 
Former Yugoslavia, is minimal, 
matter-of-fact. 

Krstic is reliving that week of 
killing, village by village, grave 
by grave - or, as his defense 
lawyers contend, seeing it for 
the first time. Like nearly every- 
one else in the courtroom, he 
watches the images on a'Vidco 
monitor before him. Only the 
occasional tic is evident on his 
face. 

Krstic’s trial at the U.N. tri- 
bunal, wliich opened Monday, is 
exceptional for several reasons. 

While tens of thousands of 
people died in four years of war- 
fare and ethnic cleansing in 
Croatia and Bosnia, the carefully 
planned extermination that 
week of virtually the entire 
Muslim population of 
Srebrenica, a Muslim-majority 
town, is considered the worst 
atrocity in Europe since World 
Warn. 

. After years of trying more 
junior officers and foot soldiers - 
and only a liandful of them at 
that - the tribunal is judging its 
most senior military officer to 
date. Among other counts in the 
indictment is genocide - the 
deliberate liquidation of an eth- 
nic group. If tlie prosecution suc- 
ceeds. this will be the 
Yugoslavia tribunal’s first geno- 
cide conviction. 

Tlie high-tech assets the pro.se- 
cutibii'is using to make its case 
before the three judges - Almiro 
Rodrigues of Portugal, Fouad 
Riad of Egypt and Wald, who •

Following on Investigation, the ' 
board makes a determination for 
probable cause and then issues a 
formal complaint, Thorsted said. 
-The issue goes to a hearing and 
the hearing ofneer - usually an 
attoniey hired by the board - 
hears testimony each side 
and then presents his findings 
and his recommendation to the 
disciplinary board. 

Several months elapse 
between the hearing and the 
disciplinary board’s decision, 
due to the involved legal 
process, similar to that which 
elapsed. while Suits awaited 


trial. 

“Due process is very time-con- 
suming,” Thorsted said. “(But) 
that’s a constitutional right for 
all of us." 

If the board of medicine finds 
a doctor guilty of misconduct, 
that person has 14 days to ask 
the board to rcransidcr and can 
also aplical the decision to 
District Court. 

Thorsted could not comment 


specifically on the severity

the charges Suits faces, and how 
his ability to practice me^dne 
safely could be compromised, 
because of the due process to 
which he is entitled.

State senator sues 
former employee 


DARLINGTON (AP) - Once a 
defendant, Clint Stennett is fight- 
ing bock against a former 
employee who worked at the 
state senator’s ranch. 

Joe Bridges was a foreman and 
manager two years ago at 
Stennett’s ranch located at the 
base of the Big Lost River range. 
He is suing his former boss to col- 
lect what he claims are wages 
earned but not paid. 

• The suit initially was filed in 
Butte County but two weeks ago 
was granted a change of venue as 
requested by Stennett’s attorney 
Ned Williamson. The suit has 
been moved to Fifth District 
Court in Blaine County. 

Last month Stennett answered 
allegations detailed by Bridges,

HAILEY (AP) - The Idaho 
Watersheds Project and several 
other parties have filed a petition 
with the U.S. Fish and Wil^ife 
Service to list the mountain quail 
under the Endangered Spedes Acl 

The Committee for Idaho’s 
High Desert, the Spokane 
Audubon Society and Rob 
Kavanaugh, from Olympia, 
Wash., also filed. 

Project leaders say the moun- 
tain quail is the only quail native 
to Idaho, northern Nevada, 
Washington and Oregon. They 
further say the bird has disap- 
peared from all portions of these 
states’ interior landscape. 


The petition proposes listing 
the mountain quail east of the 
Cascade Crest in Oregon, 
Washington and into Idaho and ' 
Nevada as a Distinct Population 
Segment. Mountain quail survival 
in these areas is tied to riparian 
shrub thickets and sagebru^ and 
their numbers have diminished. 

“The loss of mountain quail 
from the rugged canyons and 
foothills of Idaho is inexcusable,” 
said Katie Fite, Idaho 
Watersheds Project biologist. 
“Agencies have known for 
decades that these populations 
were disappearing, yet they have 
foiled to act.”

plastic-molded disk to prevent 
corrosion, the moon samples a rc 
chemically the same as rocks wd 
minerals found on Earth. 
However, die difference lies in 
the different dynamic processes 
Che rocks undergo. Gates said.. 

The lunar samples revealed 
breccia, basalt, anorthosite and 
finely ground soils from three dif- 
ferent regions of the moon. The 
meteorite samples contained

WASHINGTON (AF) - The 
Northwest Forest Plan was sup- 
posed 10 settle fights over the 
threatened northern spotted owl 
by sharply curtailing logging on 
federal lands in western 
Washington state, western 
Oregon and nortliem California.

Just touching these carcasses 
poses dangers to humans, dogs 
and wildlife, Elswood said.

animals on May 6, substituting 
them with the nonpoisoned cor 
CBSses of an eagle and deer 
according to an affidavit by 
Bryce Findley, a special agent 
with the U.S. Fish Sc Wildlife 
Service. 

Forensic analysis of the birds 
later found lethal levels of a 
“carbamate pesticide.” match- 
ing the toxic substance laced 
into the flesh of the deer, the 
government alleges.

Shaw, who only does nature 
photography "eveiything from 
• mountains to mosquitoes” •'hu 
been published in magoaines and 
books "that range from Nation^ 
-Geographic to Ranger Rick," he 
says. ”You pick a magarin^ (that 
runs nature photos) and I’ve 
probably been in it” 

Formerly a college professor - 
his undergraduate degree is in 
philosophy from Monteith 
College and his master’s in 
American Literature from the 
University of Wisconsin at 
Madison - he now teaches photog- 
raphy workshops when he's not 
shooting. 

Like most nature photogra- 
phers; Shaw is self-tau^t 

"Almost everybody stumbles 
into it,” he says. "And th^ learn 
the creative end of it first - and 
the business end of it eventual- 
ly.” 


He gets weekly calls, letters or 
' e-mails from wannabes who say, 
”Fve quit my job to become a 
nature photographer. How do I 
support my wife and kids now?” 

‘ He si^is. ' 

They' only see the fun side* of 
it” 

, He became. a nature photogra- 
pher in the 1970s while teaching 
at.the university leyeL It was an 
avocation, not a job that could 
support him at first. 

. Tt mkes a long time to get to 
the point wdiere you can a 
living at it (photography),” he 
says. "From hundreds of photos, 
you can moke hundreds of dol- 
lars; from thousands of- photos 
you con make diousanils of dol- 
lars. But it lakes a while to get 
there.” 

A teacher by nature, he 
eschews the classroom for the 
outdoors, where he often teaches 


his craft to novices. He also leads 
photo safaris for Joseph Van Os 
Photo Tours, a job that takes him 
to such exodc places as Ohina to 
j)hotogniph pandas or Antarctica 
to shoot penguins. 

He also writes a column for the 
company’s online magazine, and 
he's the author of five how-to 
books about photography. His 
sixth, scheduled to be published 
later this year, is a major revision 
of his first book published in 
1984. 

One of the atptudes that per- 
meates his books is to leave 
nature as you find it. 

"There are people who will 
pick a wUdflower (which is illegd 
many places) and take it home to 
photograph it in bener U^t,” he 
says tdth dismay. 1 believe it is 
more important not to harm your 
subject than to get the perfect 
photograph.”

It was a crisis, an alarming 
assault on the American way of 
life, a harbinger of on Orwellian 
future of dork, cold winters and 
global tunnoil. 

It was the mid-1970s and the 


prospect of sharply higher oil

U.S. economy, it seemed, was 
d2dn& The cause of death: high 


oD prices. The culprit: OPEC. 

Skyrocketing petroleum prices 
unleashed an economic plague 
that Included layoffs, inflation 
and recession. In 1974 and 197S, 
the economy contracted due to 
oil shocks, and the 1979 oU shock 
sent inflation soaring so high that 
the Federal Reserve hiked inter- 
est rates well Into the double dig- 
its'to bring it under controL 


In year 2000, 1^ contrast, 
America is once again facing the 


again facing the 


psmic, the streets are packed with 
millions of sport utility vehicles 
gulping -gasoline that averages 
$1.41 per gallon.' 

Rather than a recession, 
Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan is warning that eco- 
nomic growth must slow. 

Rather than rampaging infla- 
tion, prices ore actually falling in 
. many parts of the economy, and 
the overall consumer price index 
moved by an almost impercepti- 
ble 02 percent in January. 

Analysts looking at the big pic- 
ture aren’t completely sanguine 
about the situation, saying broad- 
er effects of oil pirices co^d take 
up to two years to materialize. 
That would be espccfoliy true if 
OPEC'sreceni ironclad unity con- 


tinues to hold. 

But clearly, something liap- 
pened on the way to the apoca- 
lypse. Indeed, some economists 
say the muted effect of the cur- 
rent oil shock is pcrliaps the 
strongest evidence to date that 
the nation has undergone an eco- 
nomic metamorphosis. 

Specifically, oil is no longer Uic 
grease in the American economic 
engine. Today, its share of the 
gross domesde product is a shad- 
ow of its former self. Fast-growing 
sectors of the economy, such as 
technology, don’t run on fossil 
fuels. 

Secondly, die United States is a 
far richer country than it u.sed to 
be. So gas pritMs of S1.41 are less 
threatening in today’s world, 
when the average Amerifan has 
$22,304 in disposable personal 


income, than in 1981, when the 
figure was $9,566. 

Finally, consumers with the 
SUVs have perhaps decided - 
correctly that gasoline prices 
aren’t so high after all. When 
adjusted for inflation, gas prices 
hit all-time lows in 1998. Even 
recent increa.ses don't take them 
anywhere near record levels of 
the early 1980s. 

Experience has lauglit all U.S. 
drivers that, old fears of SlOO-per- 
barrel oil notwithstanding, gas 
prices not only rise, ihej- also fall. 

“I tliink riglit now people view 
high gas prices as a reasonably 
temporary phenomenon,” said 
Steve Morrell, an economist at 
Barry University in Miami 
Shores. “Over the past 20 years, 
when we've had these runups, 
they haven't lasted long."

Domini Social Investments founder 
leads effort for more accountability

NEW YORK - Now ihiit .<:odal- 
ly rc.<:pon.siblc mutual fund.<: have 
thru.st themselves into the main- 
stream of the American invest- 
ment landscape, pioneers in the 
field are .emerging as influential 
voices for change. 

Take Amy Domini, for exam- 
ple. 

Domini, the founder of New 
York-based Domini Social 
Investmenis, is leading an effort 
to encourage mutual fund man- 
agers to make public the votes 
they cast in corporate proxy bat- 
tles. , 

Fund mimagers act as the sur- 
rogate voice for millions of 
American shareholders who con- 
trol trillions of dolIar.s worth of 
corporate slock tltrou^i individ- 
ual mutual funds and 401(k) 
retirement plan.s, Domini noted 
in a recent inien-iew. 

Yet the vast majority of fund 
managers are essentially unac- 
countable to those .shareholders 
in tenns of the proxy votes man- 
agers cast on specific i.ssiics relat- 
ed to a given company. ■ 

For e.'camplc,' a paper company 
might a-sk shareholders to vote on 
whether the company should pur- 
chase wood cut from an environ- 
ntentally troubled region. 

Fund managers are in a posi- 
tion to takc.a stand on such an 
issue, Domini said. But most fund 
shareholders have no idea how a 
maitiiger voted on this type of 
issue, since tliose proxy votes 
aren’t made public. 

"They aren’t piibli.shing how 
they’re voting. It’s kind of a ’trust 
me' .situation," Domini said. "I 
think the industry has been 
Jisleep at the switclt here." 

Domini contends that pension 
; fund managers have more than a 
morn] obligation to shed some 
light on the po.sitions tliey take 
that affect the companies in their 
portfolios, Indeed, Dotnini's inte^ 
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pretation of federal law would 
require it. 

Under rules established by die 
Employment Retirement Income 
Security Act, or ERIS/C which set 
federal guidelines for managing 
pension funds, all information 
related to the assets of pension 
fund must be accessible to the 
shareholders. Domini believes 
proxy votes should be treated 
just like any other asset of a pen- 
sion fund, and access to chose 
votes made just as accessible. 

Domini Social Investments 
operates die S1.3 billion Domini 
Social Equity Fund, the oldest 
and largest socially rc.sponsiblc 
index fund. 

Sodally responsible funds gen- 
erally use so-called "negative 
screens” to ferret out the stocks 
of companieM^vestors feel do 
society mope harm than good. • 
Alcohol, tobacco and firearms 
stocks arc frequendy barred from 
.socially responsible funds 
tlirougli the use of sudi negative 
screens, as ore companies with 
poor environmental and labor 
relations records. 

Considered something of a 


niche product since their incep- 
tion in the 1970s, sodally respon- 
sible funds burse into the main- 
stream late , last year with 
announcements by Vanguard 
Group and TIAA-CREF that both 
plan to offer investors socially 
screened funds. 

Vanguard is America’s second- 
largest mutual fund company, 
trailing only Fidelity 
Investments. And TIAA-CREF 
invests the pension funds of mil- 
lions of American teachers. 

Domini said the addition of 
such high-powered players as 
Vanguaid and TIAA-CR^ could 
go a long way toward pressuring 
the rest of the industry into 
adoptii^ more sodally consdous 
strategics. 

The momentum seems to be 
moving in Domini’s direction. 
Her message has been picked up 
by two influenttai figurcs - 
Vanguard founder John Bogle 
and Securities and Exchange 
- Commissioner Paul Carey - iMth 
of whom recently called for more 
disclosure on the part of fund 
managers. a 

As it stands,, however, the . 
industry is “defaulting socially 
conscious dedsions” to the man- 
agement teams of the companies 
poised to reap short-term beneflts 
from controversial moral and 
environmental issues, according 
to Domini. 

. . Despite all of the money that 
has flowed into mutual funds in 
recent decades, fund managers 
have “never faced the question 
as to whether or not socially 
responsible resolutions make 
sense to support,” Domini said. 
"They’ve taken a very simple 
approach -if management oppos- i 
csit,itmustbewrong,"shesaid. I

"There's been a Darwinian nat- 
ural selection, with the strong • 
sumving and tlicVesi going back 
to raising plantains,” said 
Hendrick Kclner, maker of 
Djivldoff'cigars and one ol the 
industry’s lop e.'tperis. 

It’s noi quite n bust, since 
Americans are still importing 
twice as many premium cigars as 
in 1992, wlien Cigar Aficionado 
magiizim- hit the market and 
almost single . handcdly 
unleashed ilie cigar boom. 

“The boom was like Hlling a 
glass of beer. At first you sec 
foam, hut in the end you see 
there's more hoer in the glass,” 
soid Cuban-horn Benjamin 
Mcnendez, who works with the - 
Spanish'l'rench cigar conglomer- 
ate Altadis. 

Consumers arc seeing some 
lower prices these days as distrib- 
utors such as Mike's in North 
Miami sell what’s left from shut- 
tered factories, offering boxes 
once marked at S150 for as litdc

By 1997, there were about 145 
foctorles, some with 1,500 rollers, 
some with as few os three, most 
working night shifts and even 
weekends. *roday, only 2S-30 foe- 
tories remoin, some “open” in 
name only. 

Tho biggest to close was 
Tamborll, which used to make 
about 3 million cigors per year. 
Its Israeli owner wos one of the 
many “cigar cowboys” who 
rushed into the business with no 
experience but hopes of quick 
profits. 

■ At tho hei^t of the boom, the 
biggest single bottleneck was o. 
shortoge of cigar boxes. So* 
Rafael Schott, who had a smell 
box factory, invested In new 
equipment and d o ubled his work- 
force from 25 to 
But others had the same Idea. 
The about 20 box factories before 
1997 suddenly blossomed to 
more than 100. Some 60 have 
now closed, and S^ott said his 
orders dropped from 1.5 million 
in '98 CO 800,000 last year. . 

“We are Crying to stay open, 
but '99 was a very hord year,” 
Schott said. 

Wholesalers like Mike’s owner 
Oscar Boruchln increased unit 
soles last year by snapping up the 
inventories of bankrupt faaorios, 
paying 45 cents for cigars that 
once retailed for S5-S6 and scU- 
ing them for 60 cents to $1. 

But the dollar value of his solos 
dropped 10 percent to 15 percent 
in '98 ond '99, Boruchln said, o 
far ay from the 20 percent to 30 . 
percent annual Inacoscs he saw 
during the boom years of '96 and 
'97. 

. Although about 400 spedoloed 
cigar scores known as “chande- . 

. licr shops" used to account for 80 
percent of U.S. premium cigar 
sales before the boom, most of 
the industry’s increased produc- 
tion in '96 and ’97 went to fill 
shelves in thousands of retailers 
that jumped into the dgar band- 
wagon. 

“You suddenly didn’t have to 
'scU' cigars. You had buyers, so 
everyone got into it - pharma- 
cies. liquor stores, supermarkets. 
Even gas stations were selling

But the end of the boom has 
hurt everyone else along the 
.. daisy. chain. chat basically sells 
smoke: growers, rollers, box mak- 
ers, factories, wholesalers, retail- 
ers and advertisers. 

Ac the height of the boom in 
1997, Villa Gonzalez was the 
heart of the agricultural side of 
the indukiry, a town in the 
Dominican Republic’s northern 
Cibaq Valley set amid some of 
the world's best tobacco lands, 
next to Cuba. 

VVich the U.S. embargo ban- . 
ning Cuban cigars from the U.S. 
market, (be valley’s manufactur- 
ing center, iltu city of Santiago dc 
los Caballeros, actually exported 
. more premium cigars chan Cuba 
that year. 

As leaf prices .soared from 60 
cents a pound in 1993 to $2.70 in 
'98, hundreds of farmers struck 
. by the “green gold bug” began 
tearing up their food crops to 
cash in nn the boom. 

They planted tobacco in their

TWIN FALLS - The 'scariest 
thing of all is a child who’s not 
scared of anything. 

“Fear of one kind or another is 


normal in children,” said Linda 
’ 'AAobshian, a professor of psy-‘ 
chology at Boi.se State University 
and a spedoUst on the social iso- 
lation of homricss children. "It’s 
one of the ways they find out 
about iltcir world." 

That notion is a hard sell for 
parents. From fear of the dark as 
a toddler to fear of daring a.s an 
adolescent. Moms and Dads 
interpret trepidation as trouble. 

“Fears make some parents 
. think something is wrong,” Dr. 
Alexandria Doyle, a Texas clini- 
cal p^cliologist, told Che Dallas 
Morning News, “when in fact, it 
means die child has moved to n 
new level of development, a 
clearer sense of reality. 

“Fears diangc, according to a 
kid’s growth and development. 
It’s universal.” 


The trouble arises when kids 
can’t - or won’t - talk about 
what’s bewiidiing them. 

"Abnormal fears cun manifest 
themselves in a' number of 
ways,” Annoshian said. “The 
only way that parents can find 
about that is knowing what's 
going on in tlic child’s life.” 

But that doesn't mean telling 
the kid that tiierc’s notliing to be 
scared of. Fears, Annoshian 
added, arc based on feelings that 
are legitimate and very, very real. 

And face it: Kids have always 
had their reasons for being 
afraid. 

Think about fairy talcs: 
Hansel being fattened a horri- 
ble old woman who planned to 
cat him. Jack killing a giant who 
was chasing him. 

Plus there hav.c always been 


fears inherent with living: 
Pioneer kids probably were 
scared - with good reason - of 
wild animals. During the 1950s, 
the thought of nuclear -war terri- 
fied .some children. 

A late 1990s study by p^'cliolo- 
gy professor Pnerida Owen found 
that drugs, guns and kidnapping 
ranked hi^ among foiirs shared 
by kids ages 7 te9. Only a gener- 
ation ago, she found, fears tend- 
ed to be pretty tame. 

Still, the same basics that 
scared our grandparents probably 
will scare our grandchildren, loo. 
And those fears tend to be univer- 
.sal, according to a 1980s study of - 
children worldwide. Tliourii cul- 
ture determines various objects of 
fear, researchers found that oth- 
ers - namely the dark and mon- 
sters - arc universal. 


The trick. Annoshian says, is 
not to trivialize terrors; it's to 
teadi kids how to handle them. 
That’s a vital lesson, she added, 
because humans must deal with 
fear for a lifeiinie. 

“It's (I lot harder with teen- 
agers, and that's why developing 
communication skills are so 
important.'' Annoshian .saitl. 

Parents always have to be 
proactive communicating with 
adolescents: That doesn't mean 
meddling, but it dues mean pay- 
ing attention. 

“If a teen-ager knotvs he or 
she can talk about fears with 
parents, they will.”

Hitting n juckpot is, of course, 
the ambition of anyone who 
sticks a qunrier into a slot 
• machine or plunks down a buck 
on some high-odds bonus bet in n 
casino table giime. 

But, at this time of year, folks 
who reveled in their winnings 
when the ligiits were flashing and 
the bells were clanging' are " 
reminded that gambling win- 
nings arc like must other forms of 
income: There arc taxes to be 
paid. 

Federal income tax regulations 
that address gambling winnings 
arc complex and, some would 
argue, unfair. Nevertheless, the 
tax is due. 

For starters, casinos are oblig- 
ated to give n winner documenta- 
'Tibn" under "a-number of drcum- 
, stances. _ _ 

To take one OTmmbh cxhrh'plc, 
whenever a slot payoff reaches 
$1,200, tJie winner receives a W2- 


G recording the win (a copy also 
goes to the Internal Revenue 
Service). The same is true of a 
bingo win where there is an entry 
flic to play. 

Samettmes the threshold for 
documenting a win can be as low 
as 5600, such as tournoments 
with no cntiy fees (free slot tour- 
ncy.s). In those cases, the winner 
receives a Form 1099. 

There are different rules for 
different types of gaming profits. 

If a player wins a sports bet or 
high-odds table bet of at least 
$600, a W2-G is issued when the 
proceeds arc more than 300 times 
the amount wagered. An example 
would be hittitig a royal flush in 
Let it Ride, where thc; 0 dds on 
any of tlic three normal bets arc 
l,000-io-l. Some winning bonus 
bets in games such as Let it Ride 
and Caribbean-Sttid aiso-qualify — 
for a W2-G. 

However, big wagers without 
high odds - an even-money 
$5,000 winning bet in blackjack. 


roulette or bacesrat, for example 
- do not trigger a W2-G. 

When payoffs that require the 
issuance of tax-related documen- 
tation reach a certain point, casi- 
nos arc also obligated to.dcduct 
withholding tax at a rate of 28 
percent. The minimum win for 
withholding tax is $5,000. A 
notable exception is slot jackpots, 
for which no cox is wi^cld. 

When reporting gaming 
income on the yeoriend Form 
1040, taxpayers must list their 
gaming wins on the front of the 
form under "Other income.” IRS 
gaming specialist Eric Lachcr 
pointed out that while gamblers 
can deduct documented gaming 
losses, they can only do so up to 
the amount of gross, wiruungs and ' 
cannot offset othei^ income with 
excess losses at the casino. 

— Alsoi-only-winnings. reported 
on the W-2G can be offset, riot 
those on the Form 1099. 

Gambling losses arc reponed 
on Schedule A (itemized deduc- 


tions). In addition, the require- 
ment to report gambling income 
on the front of the Form 1040 can 
affect, sometimes adversely, a 
number of other tax circum- 
stances for which there are 
income tests, such as how much ' 
of a person’s Social Security earn- 
ing.s arc taxable.

sems casino interests, hears plen- 
ty of complaints from'casii^ ciu- 
tomers, according to John Sheik, 
the group’s vice president for 
government affairs.

Giving kids an allowance can teach 
important lessons, some experts say 


Confrontation can be good

A former boss at on aerospace 
company once told her, “Why 
don’t you stay home and have 
-babies like a good gal?” The 
' harsh words hurt her feelings, 
;'but she never confronted the 
-' tnan. It never occurred to her 
’ that she could respond. She just 
- complained to her ffiends. 

Many people shy away from 
confrontation because they think 
it will only lead to bad results - 
such as wounded feelings and 
more misunderstanding. Ihcy’re 
afraid of the consequences, 
Pachter says. 

And so 'they let irritating situa- 
tions continue: A co-worker in the 
- tiext cubicle plays his radio too 
'■Mbud; a friend frequently tells 
; 'offcn^vc jokes; a family member 

• • perpetually "clicks” her gum. 

Those types of behavior and 
the responses they trigger 
sparked Pachter to research con- 
frontations - positive confronta- 
tions, to be more precise. Her 
new book, "The Power of 
Positive Confrontation” 

T Afarlowe & Company, $22.95), is 
'a how-to manual for Aosq fearful 
of conflicts at home and ot work, 
and alms to mm those negative 
thoughts info positive results. 

By confronting people, she says, 
you work out your differences 
with them before the problems 
^t worse. And that can only help 
improve your relationship, as well 
■ as reduce your strass Icvd. 

• ' Pachter, a business communi- 


cations consultant and author of 
several business etiquette books, 
noticed similar complaints made 
by people in her seminars, and 
examined their connections. 
Through those discussions, 
Pachter developed her theories 
for the book, including its main 
one: how to be polite and power- 
ful. 

“What 1 realized is that (posi- 
tive confrontation) was a combi- 
nation of etiquette and assertive- 
ness,” she says. “Etiquette is the 
polite part, treating people the 
right way. Assertiveness is the 
povirerful part - you learn to 
stand up for yours^. The.combi- 
nation of the two allows you to 
have positive conffontations.” 

An example: approaching the 
co-worker playing the radio too 
loud and calmly explaining that 
it’s distracting, and asking if it 
can be lowered. A less polite 
approacl) could be considered a 
negative confrontation in the 
some scenario: insulting the co- 
worker or threatening to mm 
radio off yourself. 

Whether at work or at home, 
the methods of positive con- 
frontation remairt--the same, 
Pachter says. “Positive confronta- 
tion is for everyone,” she says, 
“because unless you say somc- 
tning, (the problem is) going to 
fester and offea the rclation^p 
anyway. Why not figure out a 
way how to do it?" 

Pachter even describes her 
own dlfficulctcs in overcoming 
her fears, calling herself "the 
queen of the wimps." 

“I realized it and began to 
study it,” she says. “By not con- 
fronting, the consequences can 
be really painful. Self-esteem i.s

No matter how you slice it. 
oUowancc is rife with life lessons. 

It can teach kids that they have 
to work to get what they want. 
And it con teach kids they cither 
have to budget or persuade Mom 
and Dad to loosen the purse 
strings. 

As a general rule, Janet 
Bodnar believes in giving an 
allowance, which she deflnes as a 
fixed sum given to children and 
teens on a predictable schedule 
in exchange for carrying out cer- 
tain well-defined responsibilities. 

Bodnar has thou^t and writ- 
ten about allowances in her role 
as a senior editor for Kiplingcr’s 
magazine. She also wrote the 
book “Dollars & Sense for IGds.” 

“Parents and kids feel much 
better about spending money 
when it comes in the form of 
allowance,” said Bodnar, who 
works in Washington, D.C. “They 
both feel they have more control 
over it. Tlic kids feel more in con- 
trol of decisions about how to 
spend it, and the parents feel in 
control of how much money is 
involved.” 

According to survey results 
analyzed by researchers at Ohio 
State University, about half of 
AmeHcan teen-agers report 
receiving an allowance. The 
report also found that teens on 
average receive SSO a week from 
their parents. But a survey by 
Nickelodeon Yankclovich Youth 
Monitor, a research service. 


arrived ot a substantially lower 
figure: SI6.60 a week, according 
to Bodnar. 

Many teens don’t receive 
allowances if they are earning 
money from jtfbs. Others receive 
money from Mom and Dad on a 
sporadic basis whenever the 
need, or the desire, arises. 

That teaches the wrong lessons 
about money. Bodnar said. 

“They learn to go to Mom and 
Dad when they need cash, and 
that’s not the way the world 
works. They need experience in 
• managing a cash budget and 
experience in dividing a set 
amount of money in certain 
ways,”^ she said. . 

Whether a regular cash gram 
should be doled out in return for 
doing chores or making good 
grades, for example, is a matter 
of divided opinion. 

“You don’t just give kids a 
handout,” Bodnar said. “You do 
tic certain responsibilities to the 
allowance, but they’re financial. 
You might say, Tm going to give 
you SIO a week, and I expect you 
to pay for all entertainment,’ or, 
'I expect you to buy all your 
- snack foods after school or cer- 
tainly at movies.’ “ 

. Bodnar falls in the camp that 
opposes im allowance quid pro 
quo. 

"I don’t think basic allowance 
should be strictly tied to chores. 
Kids shouldn’t be paid for taking 
out the trash, setting the table, 
cleaning their room. I think those 
arc things they should do 


because they’re pan of the fami- 
ly- 

“When you try to tie allowance 
strictly to chores, you run into 
problems. Maybe your kid’s not 
motivated by money, or got 
money for his birthday and 
doesn’t need any now, so he 
doesn’t do his chores. The work 
won’t get done, and your purpose 
is down the drain. 

“If you ask them to do some- 
thing that’s not on the selected 
chore list, you don’t want them to 
say, ‘How much will you pay me?’ 
They should never ask that.” 

A money-for-labor trade also 
requires that a parent monitor 
compliance, which can be a nui- 
sance and more complicated than 
it might at first appear, Bodnar 
warned. 

Staking out a more ti^t-fisted 
position is Mariyc Barnard, a 
clinical associate professor of 
pediatrics and psychiatry at the 
University of Kansas Medical 
Center. 

"The underlying problem with 
kids is we give them far too much. 

I sec kids in my practice who 
hove temper tantrums because 
they can’t believe their parents 
didn’t give them such-and-such.” 

If parents insist on giving ah 
allowance, she said, “figure out -- 
what the bare minimum is that 
the kid needs” for school lunches 
or other non-discrctionarj- items. 

Much preferable, she believes, 
is to establish a policy that the 
child must earn all money and 
privileges.

Who pays for these therapies 
can be a complicated issue. With 
cennin limitations and so long as 
the therapy meets the “reason- 
able and necessary” test, 

. Medicare will generally pay for 
PT, OT, and ST in the hospital, in 
a skilled nursing facility for up to 
100 days, in the home setting 
under specific circumstances, 
and at special therapy facilities. 
Tticre must be either a reason- 
able expectation lliat'your fothcr ' 
will Improve or that these ser- 
vices arc needed to maintain him 
and not allow him to deteriorate. 

. In 1997, because of billing 
abuses by nursing homos and 
rehabilitation centers that 
cliargcd Medicare ^00 per hour 
for therapy seryice.s they, con- 
tracted for $25 per hour, 
Medicare placed limits on the 
amount that would be paid for 
therapy outside the hospital;
